Reference F) describes an electric motor actuator, in the housing (1,2) of 
which an actuating spindle (7) couplable to an actuating member (14) and 
provided with an external thread is arranged in a manner secured against rotation 
but allowing axial movement, on the external thread of which spindle a spindle nut 
(6) provided with a corresponding internal thread is screwed, the spindle nut being 
rotatably mounted and drivable in both directions of rotation by a driving element 

(5) coupled to an electric motor. If the electric power fails with such an actuator, 
the attainment of a safety position is made possible by the fact that the spindle nut 

(6) is coupled in axially movable fashion to its driving element (5) and is supported 
in an axially fixed but rotatable fashion in a receiving part (15) which, for its part, is 
arranged in axially displaceable fashion but secured against rotation in the 
housing (1), that, furthermore, the spindle nut (6) and the receiving part (15) can

be displaced axially together by an energy accumulator (21 or 24) acting 
continuously on them and are held in their starting position, counter to the 
actuating effect of the energy accumulator (21 or 24) by an electromagnetically 
acting holding device (18). 

Reference G) describes a power jack which has a brushless electric 
motor (2) which directly rotatably drives a threaded shaft (3) which cooperates with 
and in turn drives the nut (5). The nut has a shaft extension (6) with a hollow inner 
(30). A guiding stage (18) of the jack shaft (6) is of hydrostatic type. The nut and 
drive shaft move up and down in a sealed outer cylinder (10). The cylinder (10) 
receives an equalizing pressure (16) of the charge of the jack. 

The above-identified application discloses and claims an invention 
patentable over this prior art.
